The Cost Practically Nothing. 

When the cost of obtaining the right of 
way on the projected road shall be correctly 
ascertained by a legally constituted com- 
mission, in all likelihood it will not ex- 
ceed the amount which the city is now 
asked to advance upon the conditional 
county subscription, already made. The 
joint subscription of Greenup, Lewis, Ma- 
son and the town of Augusta amounts to 
$79,000, and the premium upon the Mason 
County bonds will make a sum exceeding 
$80,000, already wb»cribed, upon which the 
town of Maysville is asked to advance 
$80,000 to secure the immediate rights of 
way. Is there any conceivable risk in 
the city's lending its credit upon such a 
basis as that ? Would the most exacting 
money-lender demand better collateral 
than good county bonds at a premium, or 
even at par ? Could any proposition be 
more effectually guarded than that which 
is submitted to the people of this town? 
The subscriptions already made ; the 
character of the committee who have 
the matter in hand ; the interests which 
as tax-payers and guarantors they have 
at stake ; the injurious necessities of the 
Huntington system of roads, and the vast 
expenditures already made to carry its 
contracts into effect— do not these power- 
ful guarantees furnish a sufficient basis 
for a loan which can be made without ad- 
ding one cent to the present rate of taxa- 
tion, and which will be repaid at ouce 
upon the completion of the road ? 

It must be interesting to the gentlemen 
who shouldered the "guarantee " last 
spring for the benefit of their fellow- 
citizens of the county and town to be 
informed that they are less worthy of 
confidence than the reckless adventurers 
who,inl873,carried the city for a subscrip- 
tion of $ir>0,000. As we are all in the 
same boat, probably it would be well to 
cultivate a friendly feeling in this matter. 
Public spirit is a plant of slow growth 
and it is a poor selfish policy that seeks 
to destroy its germs. If, however, our 
fellow-citizens are fully satisfied that th. 
signers of the guarantee are a pack of j 
swindlers, they ouijht to withdraw their j 
confidence at ouce and bestow it without j 
reserve upon those astute guardians of 
the public credit who have bIiowu them- 
selves to be far from infallible in their 
own private affairs. 

The "guarantors" without counting 
the cost to themselves have entered into 
a speculation which rests upon a solid 
basis j which promises the best resulte for 
the community at large ; which opens a 
career and furnishes opportunities for 
the poorest and humblest citizen of the 
place , which will yield its fruits to our 
children and our children's children and 
multiply and extend its blessings for all 
time to come. And yet, there are men in 
the community who do not hesitate to 
ascribe to these gentlemen tbe most dis- 
honorable motives, and to insist that their 
fellow-citizens shall allow them to be 
crushed under the burden which tl ey 
have voluntarily assumed I

The money arising from said subscrip- 
tions is not received by the railroad 
company at all, and the subscriptions, 
are not in fact for the railroad but for the 
benefit of the guarantor! alone, and the com- 
pany so understood and bound itself in 
the contract. Under said contract the 
railroad company can not claim one 
cent of the city's subscription or any 
other subscription, but for the amount 
expended for rights of way by the 
guarantors, the railroad company obligates 
itnelf to deliver $tock to the subscribers. 

Thus it will be seen that every dollar of 
subtcription paid for rights of way, will be 
repaid with Btock in a ftrtt clat* trunk line 
railroad, which must be very valuable 
iu a few years.
